Irish Lead er Declares That li is Con n - 
trym en Arc I>roud of Disloyalty 
—Omin ous rtteran ees. 


L o n d o n , Tun e 22.— In I he h o use 
of com m on s, yesterd ay, M r. Balfour 
m o v e d the ad option of an ad d ress of 
•con gratulation to Q ueen \ ictoria 
sim ila r to th a t ad opted by the house 
o f lord s. 
Air. J o h n Dillon , the lead er of the 
Irish n ation alist party, 
protested 
a g a in s t 
the ad d ress, 
co n ten d in g 
t h a t Irelan d had reced ed in stead 
o f progressin g d urin g the queen ’s 
reig n . 
I n the early p art of A ir.‘D illon ’s 
•sp e e c h a large n um ber of min isterial 
m em b ers rose con curren tly an d left 
th e bouse am id an g ry jeers from the 
Irish m em bers. 
Air. Dillon mad e a 
v ery eloquen t ad d ress, in the course 
o f w h ic h he said : 
“ W e should ill represen t the vast 
m ass of the Irish n ation if we a b ­ 
stain ed from hon estly tellin g the 
house a n d her m ajesty that her Irish 
subjects d o n ot rejoice upon this 
o cc asio n .” 
A d d uc in g 
reason s for 
the a b ­ 
s te n tio n of the Irish from partici­ 
p a tio n in the jubilee, Air. Dillon 
said th a t the tax ation per head in 
G re a t 
B ritain had been red uced 
o n e-h alf an d the w hole population 
h a d been d oubled , but in Irelan d 
th e tax ation had been d oubled an d 
th e population red uced on e-half. 
T h e popular liberties of G reat B ri­ 
ta in an d the colon ies had stead ily 
in creased , w hile in Irelan d they 
h a d been stead ily d en ied .

10,000 person s in Irelan d had been 
p ut in jail for political offen ses,an d 
several had been cruelly ex ecuted 
un d e r the pretex t of law.
